Council Poses 
Tighter Strings

The City Council Monday 


deferred final reading for one 
week on a proposed ordinance 
setting a $400 occupation tax 
and closing hours for bottle 
club and nonprofit corporation 
licenses under LB21. 


Collaterally, the council al- 


so proposed several amend- 
ments for "tighter controls" 
on license operations for con- 
sideration also next Monday. 


The changes, which are to 


be incorporated into a revised 
draft of the ordinance, would: 


—prohibit the licensee 
or 


employes to consume alcohol- 
ic 1 i q u o r on any licensed 
premises during closing hours 
and prohibit any customer, 
member or guest from re- 
maining on the licensed prem- 
ises during these hours. 


—prohibit bottle clubs and 


nonprofit clubs from serving 
or selling liquor to persons 
other than "bona fide mem- 
bers and any guests accom- 
panied by such member" and 
require all guests to register 
upon each visit to the licen- 
see's premises, including the 
name and address of member ' 
accompanying the guest. 


—require nonprofit and bot- 


tle clubs to file two copies 
of membership list in making 
application and similarly file 
within 10 days the names of 
new members. 


—require nonprofit and bot- 


tle clubs to keep an "up-to- 
date membership list of mem- 
bers available for inspection 
bv law enforcement officers." 


Label With Name 


—require that bottle clubs 


shall not have in storage or 
possession any alcoholic liq- 
uors which are not labeled 
with the name of the owner 
of the liquor." 


—provide that any police of- 


ficer is authorized to enter 
the licensed premises of a 
bottle club or nonprofit cor- 
poration to determine wheth- 
er any provisions of the state 
liquor control act or city or- 
dinances are being violated 
and to examine the licensed 
premises. 


The council has proposed 


closing hours of 12:10 a.m. to 


certainty in several areas of 
local control under Supreme 
Court cases. 


He said the city has o n e 


closing ordinance at variance 
with the state law, but its en- 
forcement hasn't been con- 
tested. 


Asked whether "spiking" in 


restaurants would be legal 
under LIJ21, Nelson said the 
state has only "public nuis- 
ance" governing persons con- 
suming liquor from their own 
bottle in a public place. 


However, he said, Lincoln 


specifically has an ordinance 
prohibiting the consumption of 
alcoholic liquors in restaur- 
ants and public places.

beer taverns and p a c k a g e 
liquor dealers requesting the 
same weekday hour. 


City Atty. Ralph Nelson told 


the council that the city is 
limited in what it can do in 
imposing tighter c o n t r o l s 
than those provided by the 
state law.

Republic OR—A small well- 
armed force of exiled Haitian 
soldiers led by Gen. L e o n 
Cantavc is reported to have 
landed on Haiti's northern 
coast Monday.

the reports of invasion. NBC 
Radio News reported 250 to 
500 Haitian exile troops land- 
ed near Fort Liberte a n d 
were advancing toward Cap 
Haiticn. 


Dominican

rumors of invasion plans had 
been circulated in the past 
two weeks. 


The Dominican Republic, 


which for a generation was 
the bailiwick of the Trujillo 
dictatorship, and Haiti, one 
of the poorest of the Latin- 
American countries, share the 
island of Hispaniola, with sel- 
dom a vestige of good ncigh- 
borliness between them. 


Flurry Of Activity 


However, unverified reports 


have been received in t h e 
U.S. capital during the day 
of a flurry of activity against 
Duvalier. 


U.S. officials were inclined 


to believe that the action, if 
any, is small scale. 


Later, the state department 


said the U.C. embassy at Port 
au Prince had messaged that

Board Makes' Bible 
Reading Required 


Montgomery, Ala. (UPI)— 


The State Board of Educa- 
tion Monday adopted a reso- 
lution making Bible reading 
compulsory in public schools. 
Gov. George Wallace said he 
would do the reading himself 
if necessary. 


The resolution denounced 


the Supreme Court's recent 
decision against Bible read- 
ing in public schools as a 
"calculated effort to take God 
out of the public affairs of 
this nation." 


Wallace, who introduced the 


resolution, and "if this is 
ever challenged while I am 
governor and the courts rule 
that we cannot read the Bible 
in some school, I'm going to 
that school and read it my- 
self." 


It was reminiscent of the 


fiery segregationist's vow to 


stand 
in the schoolhpuse 


door" and block racial inte- 
gration if necessary. His at- 


tempt to block the integration 
of the University of Alabama 
in June failed. 


Wallace said Monday, and 


the B o a r d of Education 
agreed unanimously, thai Bi- 
ble reading has nothing to do 
with separation of church and 
state. 


"I would like for the people 


of Alabama to be In defiance" 
of the Supreme Court ruling, 
Wallace said. "I want the Su- 
preme Court to know we arc 
not going to conform to any 
such decision. I want t h e 
State Board of Education to 
tell the whole world that we 
arc not going to abide by it." 


Alabama law already re- 


quires daily Bible reading in 
all schools supported by state 
funds. The resolution adopted 
Monday goes a step further 
in making it a part of the

Red Clash Triggers 'Different' Cold War

Ryan provides an insider's 
view in the first installment 
of a 5-part series on the 
collision that rocked t h e 
Red world.)

There arc two kinds of com- 


munism today: rich and poor. 


The two have collided. The 


explosion has rocked t h e 
Communist world. 


As a result, a different sort 


of cold war is taking shape. 
The clash of communism's 
two giants — Red C h i n a 
and the U.S.S.R. — will co- 
lor policies of both East and 
West for years to come.

Attempts may be made to 


maintain the fiction of Com- 
munist world unity, but t h e 
split seems beyond repair so 
long as Soviet Premier Khru- 
shchev's views guide t h e 
Kremlin. 


Clearly, two communisms 


are emerging. Red China's 
represents the violent have- 
nots; the Soviet U n i o n ' s 
represents the cautious haves. 


Although its enormous bu- 


reaucracy and a theoretical 
straitjacket complicate its ar- 
ray of economic problems, the 
U.S.S.R. basically 
is rich. 


Russians today have some- 
thing to protect. They c a n 
sec the light of better days 
in the distance. They have 
little enthusiasm for gambl- 
ing what they have built up 
after 4 decades of privation 
against the possibility that 
nuclear war could be sparked 
by pushing the western world 
too hard and too far. 


New Generation 


This altitude is reflected in 


a K r e m l i n shorn of t h c 
absolutism of Stalin's day. A 
new generation is moving in, 
and as it never has before, 
public opinion has come to 
njcan something among t h e 
Russians. 


Red China has little to lose 


except people. It has three- 
quarters of a billion of them. 
Impatience of Peking leaders 
is reflected among Commu- 
nists in other lands, dismayed 
at the idea that the oppor- 
tunity for power in their time 
might slip through their fin- 
gers. They rally to the Red 
Chinese aide. 


It is not just an ideologi- 


cal battle. 


Revolution, But How? 


Basically, both the Chinese 


and the Soviet Communists 
stand for the same goal: 
world Communist domination. 
The main issue was: h o w 
and how fast would the world 
revolution be accomplished? 


This made the question of 


war and peace of paramount 
Importance. U also brought 
quarrelling about the tactics 
and strategy ot world revolu- 
tion, about how communism 
should develop in Red-r u 1 c d 
countries and elsewhere, and 
about how "national libera- 
tion movements" should be 
Men's Sweater Sale 
AT BEN SIMON'S, during 
AUGUST; save 20 to 30%.

The U.S.S.R.'s might, in it- 


self, caused Khrushchev to 
operate in an arena of pow- 
er politics, in the style of 
great powers of the past, hut 
with one big difference: Nu- 
clear weapons ruled out ma- 
jor war as an instrument of 
politics. 


Valuable 


The Communist movement, 


however, is a valuable instru- 
ment, which will not be vol- 
untarily surrendered by the 
Kremlin. Mapping strategy 
and tactics for world revolu- 
tion became, in a sense, the 
strategy and tactics of Rus- 
sian great-power domination 
in the world. 


The mid-July meeting of 


Soviet and Chinese Commu- 
nist delegations in Moscow 
was the climax of 5 years of 
intense bickering about theor- 
ies of war and pence a n d 
Leninist concepts of Commu- 
nist expansion. 


Behind a curtain of tor- 


tured ideological phrases was 
a basic conflict. Moscow, tied 
to Peking bu the 1050 alliance, 
could be Involved in world 


war against its will, by Red 
Chinese policies. 


Irritations 


There were other irritations. 


Red China seemed to claim 
si! Asia as its own sphere. 


Struggling Red China com- 


plained of a lack of suffic- 
ient economic aid from its 
big ally. U got little or no 
help toward membership in 
the nuclear weapons club. 


What about peaceful coexis- 


tence? 


Khrushchev insisted peace- 


ful co-existence did not mean 
casing the struggle against 
the western way of life. He 
claimed his policy, in fact, 
would sharpen the struggle. 
He promised to support "just 
wars," meaning little w a r s 
against existing governments, 
for the 
nism. 


benefit

Compromiscs 


But peaceful coexistence, In 


a nuclear age, had to mean 
also what 
Khrushchev de- 


scribed as temporary compro- 
mises "with the class en- 
emy." 


To the Chinese this was a 


lot of blather. To them, Len- 
inism meant that cataclysm 
Ic war with capitalism was 
inevitable, and to fear It wai 


to weaken the world move- 
ment. • 


Khrushchev offended t h e 


Red Chinese by scoffing 
at 


their "great leap forward," 
by blasting their drives f o r 
rapid 
industrialization 
and 


Uieir illfatcd experiments in 
agriculture 
with 
"people's 


communes." 


Returned 


The Red Chinese returned 


the compliment, sneering at 
Khrushchev's a t t e m p t s to 
make new theory. 


Behind it all was n history 


of Chinese resentment of Rus- 
sians, dating to Czarist Im- 
perialism, Russian seizures of 
Chinese territory, unfair trea- 
ties, 
Russian 
attempts 
to 


dominate China. 


Implicit in the fight was a 


challenge to Khrushchev over 
who should inherit Lenin's 
mantle. Mao led a revolution, 
made theory, hod a body of 
written works. ' 


As one old China hand put 


it, in Mao's eyes, Khrushchev 
was only "a rich poasant rid- 
ing an H-bomb."

Khrushchev listened Intent- 


ly as Thant welcomed t h e

/ones and extending the ban 
to underground tests. 


Rusk said in his speech,

but each of our governments 
can and will play an impor- 
tant role in determining what 
future historians will report."

they w o u l d like to sign it 
Communist China and France 
have refused while West Ger- 
many has said it will wait 
and sec. 


The signing came on the 


eve of the 18th anniversary 
of the dropping of the first 
atomic bomb on Hiroshima, 
Aug. 6, 1945, an event which 
changed the course of world 
politics.

ministers had signed each of 
the 3 copies of the treaty, 
Khrushchev picked up a glass 
of Russian champagne and 
drank with them a toast to 
peace proposed by Gromyko.

At noon the demonstrators 


will march by parallel routes 
one half mile to the Lincoln 
Memorial.

members of Congress. He 
said a group of civil rights 
leaders also will meet with 
House and Senate leaders 
earlier In the day but "there 
will be no march on the Cap!

Indian Dancers. 


Holtaus said they started^ 


using that name when t li e y' 
started performing as a fam- 
ily group 
in Estes Park, 


Colo., where they lived for 5 
years before coming to Wa- 
lioo. 


H o l t a u s , a building con- 


tractor and cx-salcsman, said 
lie 
started Indian dancing 


about 30 years ago when he 
was a young brave in SI. 
Louis, Mo. Along with 
li i s 


brother and 3 other boys, he 
formed the Piasa Society of 
Indian Dancers there which 
Is still in operation under his 
brother's direction. 


"We used to leave school 


and go to Oklahoma to live 
with the Indians and learn 
their dances," he said. "We 
got our grades up, then went 
Lo Oklahoma. The 
principal 


would write and tell us we 
were getting behind our class 
and we would come back and 
go to school for a while." 


Holtaus carried the tradi- 


tion to Omaha where he lived 
[or several years and in 1952 
helped form the Ahama So- 
ciety 
of 
Indian 
Dancers, 


which operates with a mem- 
jership 
drawn 
from 
Boy 


Scout troops in the city. 


The authentic dances a r e 


•ccpt up as younger members 
arc admitted into the group. 


At 
each 
performance 
in 


which he participates, Holt- 
aus gives a thorough expla- 


nation of each dance f r o m 
what he has learned f r o m 
living with Indians. 


He and his wife 
h a v e 


taught many groups how to 
dance. They both taught 
dancing at Camp Cedars for 
several years, and "we have 
even taught Indians how to 
dance." 
Holtaus 
explained 


that in many cases the danc- 
ing traditions have died out 
among the Indians and t h e 
younger generations have not 
learned the dances. 


The rain dance, which Hoi- 


taus 
said seldom fails (o 


bring results, is always a 
highlight of a dance perform- 
ance because the dancers use 
snakes — and no fake snakes, 
either. 


Holtaus has t a u g h t the 


dancers the proper handling 
of the live bull snakes. A 
c o n s i d e r a b l e authority 
on snakes and other animals, 
he was an animal buyer for 
the Omaha Zoo for 4 years 
and said he learned all about 
animals from television's "Zoo 
Parade" man, Marlin Perk- 
ins who "lived around t h e 
corner" in St. Louis.

The Pacific Picture

Red China's 


Failures 


(Kdltor William 0. Dohlcr Is on vaca- 


tion. Today's column is by the \ctcran 
newsman and columnist, Boh Consldlnc.) 


PEARL HARBOR - Peppery Adm. 


Harry D. Fell. commandcr-in-chicf Pacific, 
custodian of the security of 40 per cent of 
the earth's surface, looked out over his 
vast domain and found things generally tol- 
erable. The celebrated airman, winner of 
the Navy Cross during the war for lead- 
ing a hair-raising attack that clobbered a 
Japanese aircraft carrier, heavy cruiser 
and destroyer off Guadalcanal, seemed less 
than concerned about the rise of a new 
menace in the Far East — Red China. 


"We sometimes tend to forget that Red 


China has suffered some pretty bad de- 


feats," he said, mov- 
ing over to a world 
map t h a t entirely 
filled one wall of his 
office. "They've dis- 


covered that they can't drive the National- 


" -ist Chinese off the forward islands of Quc- 
•moy and Matsu by artillery bombardment, 
though they've been trying for years. Now 
they're down to lobbing over propaganda- 
stuffed shells every other day. We haven't 
seen anything of their air force since it 
showed off disastrously in 1958. Their MIG 
15's and 17's had better performance ca- 
pabilities than the F-8GF's of the National- 
ists. But we had trained our side better. 
They coaxed the Reds down to where they 
could fight them best, and shot down 32 of 
them in the course of a single month." 


Adm. Felt acknowledged that we sup- 


plied Chiang Kai-shek's fliers with six Side- 
winder air-to-air missiles, during that per- 
iod of short-lived aerial warfare between 
the tun Chinese nations. The Sidewinder is 
a. startling supersonic dart that seeks heat 
and will actually fly up the hot tailpipe of a 
retreating enemy jet and blow it to bits. 


"Five of the six shots were kills." the 


admiral said laconically. And then with a 
tight little smile, he added. "The Reds 
never came back." 


* 
It is true that the Nationalist Chinese 


have repeatedly landed small hit-and-run 
forces on the mainland. Adm. Felt told us. 
They are landed by ship and plane. "We 
know about these things," the admiral said, 
"but we let Peking tell the world when 
they happen." 


He could see no danger in the so-called 


"unleashing" of Chiang Kai-shek by the 
U.S. Seventh Fleet. "The generalissimo is a 
responsible leader," the American said flat- 
ly. The war in Viet-.\am is going better for 
the pro-American government forces than 
is generally known, Adm. Felt assured us. 
"If Diem can get over the Buddhist hump, 


it will go even better." he said. "He has 
agreed to meet five demands of the Bud- 
dhists, and that should help matters great- 
ly and funhor unify the country. Without 
help, the Vict-Namcse now have completed 
7.200 strategic hamlets that protect 9 mil- 
lion of the 12 or 13 million |>eople who live 
in the rural areas of that country. A fam- 
ily that works in the fields all day now 
knows it can go back to its guarded ham- 
let and spend a night free of attack by 
the Viet Cong. 


"We're helping the people of the stra- 


tegic hamlets to build schools, hospitals 
and community centers. For the first time 
there is communication between these rural 
people and their central government. The 
relations between the government forces 
and our army instructors arc superb. De- 
sertions from the communist side are rising 
daily. We're winning this one, but it's one 
of those wars which will never sec a big 
decisive battle."

He could sec no easy military answer 


to the exasperating situation in Korea, 
which still Involves 50,000 American troops 
nnd which has recently produced scattered 
casualties. A political decision, he implied, 
would one day end the uneasy truce of 
Tan Mon Jon. 


We asked the admiral if time and tech- 


nology made Pearl Harbor obsolescent. 


"Not at all," he as- 
serted. "It sits in the 
middle of 83 million 
square miles of water 
that we're responsible 


for. It soon will be a home port for the 
Pacific-based Polaris submarines. It has 
the best board yard in the Navy. It is a 
communication center without compare." 
We wondered aloud if Pearl Harbor could 
ever be hit again by a sneak attack. Ad- 
miral Felt shook his head. "Today we 
have detection equipment, working night 
and day, which can tell us instantly if any 
enemy missile takes off, just how many 
are launched, how long they'll take to get 
here, and even where they'll land, if they 
do. 


"We have a unified command today, 


as compared with 1951. Everybody talks 
to everybody else. Our intelligence work is 
infinitely superior to what it was in those 
days. If we were as prepared in 1941 for 
the attack on Pearl Harbor as we are 
today, we'd have known about it when 
their task force lighted the ships' boilers at 
the'home base in Japan."

tercd down to a mere request. When aimed 
at willful partisans a request is a popgun 
bullet. 


But in the long range Mr. Stevenson

The resolution provided the needed expres- 
sion of general disapproval and it will not 
be lost on Portugal. 


At the same time the African colonies 


wishing

sarily a step toward justice. 


The alternative to the Stevenson posi- 


tion would be one of invoking violence by- 
one side or the other. An experience o"f 
that kind would only serve to remove the 
day of just settlement to a farther point 
in the future. 


There are times when one can win while 


losing both ends of an engagement. That 
was the situation in which Adlai Steven- 
son, U.S. ambassador to the United Na- 
tions, found himself when it was his turn to 
act in the dispute between Portugal and its 
-African colonies. 


Stevenson offered a resolution request- 


ing an embargo on arms sold to Portugal 
for the purpose of pacifying the Africans. 


This squared with the traditional U.S. 


position supporting independence seeking 
people. But it made Portugal furious. And 
Portugal is a needed associate in the de- 
fense of the West. It permits U.S. bases 
on its soil. Score, then, a defeat for Steven- 
son in terms of perpetuating essential good 
relations. 


On the other hand the African colonies 


denounced the resolution. They wanted a 
clear out directive.

Thinking In The Large 


It is a rewarding experience to play 


host to the annual meeting of the Ameri- 
can Institute of Cooperation, as Lincoln is 
doing at this moment. 


It is provocative to hear the Depart- 


ment of Agriculture describe the coopera- 
tive as the potential saviour of the family 
farm pattern, and the means by which an 
explosive burst can be generated in build- 
ing a prosperous rural America. 


The picture so neatly sketched varies 


from the standard conception of the coop- 
erative. It has been known as an associa- 
tion of a limited group in a limited field 
gaining some benefits for its members by 
emphasizing the exceptional — mostly the 
elimination of a middle man plus the ex- 
ploitation of certain tax advantages. 


This is not what the A 1C is talking 


about. Rather it is contemplating a great 
pooling of interests for a broad scale at- 
tack on the social and economic disabilities 


which beset the family type farmer who is 
in the role of a David, without a sling 
shot, facing Goliath. 


The AIC is talking about a united front, 


self-disciplined, possessing the advantage of 
bigness, dedicated to the reorganization of 
the entire farming industry rather than a 
rescue operation for a few. 


The idea is a large one, easy at this 


stage to comprehend in general, but diffi- 
cult to trace in its detailed applications. 
H is a broader concept than that held by 
the National Farm Organization which en- 
visions a large enough union to bargain 
for price in the market place. It is cer- 
tainly a variant from other national farm 
organizations which combine 
self-security 


with a fixed political attitude. 


Most refreshing it offers an interesting 


and untried approach to an agricultural 
remedy which does not apply to the gov-. 
crnment as its physician.

The reservoir. Lake North, provides an 


extra impoundment of Loup river water 
for use in times of peak demand for the 
Loup River Public Power District's hy- 
dro-electric generation plant ata Colum- 
bus. It stores enough water to carry the 
plant four and a half hours at full capacity 
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— enough, it is believed to meet all emer- 
gencies. 


The occasion prompted Lt. Governor 


Dwight Burncy to tell the celebrants that 
the day is coming when every watershed 
in Nebraska will be harnessed as an insur- 
ance policy afiainst the future. This had 
effect. The residents of the Loup valley are 
already experiencing an overdcmand on 
their river. They are in advance of other 
regions. Their concern now is to prevent 
all wastage. That is the final stage of con- 
servation. 


But there are many people in Nebraska 


who still resist the development of their 
watersheds. They are fighting a losing fight. 
Nature itself, though abundant with rain- 
fall, docs not produce the ever normal 
high yields one gets from irrigation. 


Why. some ask, docs agriculture con- 


tinue to seek high yields in the face of na- 
tional surpluses? 


Certainly surpluses can be converted to 


famine levels by going back to oxen and 
wood plows. But present surpluses only run 
about six per cent over need and this na- 
tion is growing. 


High efficiency production is economic 


salvation for the agricultural operator and 
for his region. It also provides for resting 
unnccdcd land in reserve against the day 
when the nation twice as big as It now is 
must have it. 


If we continue to think in terms of to- 


day on'y. we are thinking in terms of ur- 
Sisting the nation's future and our expand- 


g part in it. That isn't good thinking.

Skopje, in Yugoslavia, is 


in the news, reporting over 
1,000 
deaths because of a 


terrifying earthquake. Back 
well over a thousand years 
ago, that very area in south- 
ern Europe had an earth- 
quake w h i c h completely 
wiped out a city. The warn- 
ing ruins are there, close by 
the present large city. 


There are two thoughts 


that derive from this h.is- 
torical setting. One is. why 
do people rebuild virtually 
upon the sites of earlier dis- 
asters? And how does the 
loss of scores of h u m a n 
lives shape up when com- 
pared with other phases of 
mass death? 


As to the jatter, we regret 


to state that the loss of life 
in traffic accidents in b u t 
two of our states is equal to 
the loss just reported in the 
Mideast. Nebraska generally 
loses almost 400 lives p e r 
year, year after year, but 
the earthquakes and floods 
occur but once in a century. 
So it is with New Jersey, 
with about 900 deaths. 


There should be the warn- 


ing to drivers of s p e e d y 
passenger cars always to 
concern themselves with the 
statistics of previous traffic 
fatalities. We should k n o w 
that improvement is possible. 
The slogan, "Easy does it," 
should

U.S. Reveals Red Paper Showing Near-Revolt In Chinese Army In 1960-61 
Washington tfv—Tho State 


Department made p u b l i c 
Monday a thousand pages of 
secret Red Chinese army doc- 
uments revealing unrest and 
near-revolt among 
Chinese 


soldiers in 196M1. 


In giving this analysis of 


the documents, a State De- 
partment spokesman added 
that the Red military leaders 
apparently successfully over- 
came the serious 
morale 


problems w h i c h stemmed 
from China's famine, eco- 
nomic failure and communist 
zealotry. 


The documents "certainly 


give no hint that the (Peking) 
regime thought it was about 
to be overthrown by the 
army" and do not disclose 
what conditions are like now, 
the spokesman said. 
' Nearly Complete Set 
Totaling perhaps t h r e e 


quarters of a million words, 
the documents consist of a 


nearly complete sot of 29 Is- 
sues of the "Bulletin of Ac- 
tivities of the General Politi- 
cal Department of the Chi- 
n e j e People's Liberation 
Army" dated Jan. 1 through 
Aug. 28, 1961. 


The secret bulletins were 


issued to Chinese army offi- 
cers of the rank of regiment- 
al commander and above, for 
their policy guidance. 


It is believed rare for the 


U.S. government to acquire 
such Red Chinese documents, 
and it is even rarer for them 
to be 
made 
public. 
The 


spokesman vouched for the 
authenticity of the bulletins, 
but declined to say how they 
were obtained or what others 
may be In U.S. hands. 


In Chinese 


The material, of course, is 


in Chinese. No English trans- 
lation was given out. 
The 


spokesman said the State De- 
partment's own translation 


has not been polished up 
enough for public Issuance.

Soldiers Complain 


Soldiers in the Red Army 


complained 
in 
p a r t i c u- 


lar about the hunger faced by 
their families at home, about 
a lack of military supplies 
and about unpleasant polic- 
ing duties currying out politi- 
cal objectives of the commu- 
nist regime. 


The secret bulletins took a 


relatively frank approach to 
the morale problem. And In- 
stead of meting out dire pun- 
ishment, the leadership en- 


couraged remedies like dis- 
cussion meetings, toon by 
soldiers to more prosperous 
areas and allowing relatives 
to visit military cumps to 
share troops' rations. 


The bulletins referred to de- 


fections from the army but 
did not say how much had 
occurred. The number of de- 
fectors was indicated only by 
4 x's, suggesting some num- 
ber in the thousands. 


No Strategic Plans 


The s t a t e 
deportment 


spokesman said the secret 
documents do not give away 
strategic plans or dispositions 
of the Chinese forces. 


By June of 1961 the army's 


morale appeared to have im- 
proved notably. 


Just how serious the unrest 


was at Its penk remains un- 
certain, but the bulletins In- 
dicntc 11 was severe.

Mrs. Wood has achieved that goal in 


the face of personal tragedies which could 
well have overcome an individual of lesser 
strength in just day-to-day living. 


Husband III 


Her husband. Jess has been an invalid 


since 1956 as the result of Parkinson's dis- 
ease, and the couple experienced the tragic 
loss in 1939 of a young son who succumbed 
to a congenital heart disease which had 
left him mentally retarded. 


But the couple has the blessing of an- 


other young son, Bill, now 12, who has 
achieved high honors scliolastically :md In 
his Boy Scout work. 


When Wood's illness forced him to re- 


tire from his farm and produce business at 
Culbertson, Neb , Mrs. Wood first decided 
the family should move to Lincoln so that 
they might enter their handicapped son in 
LARC School to enable his receiving train- 
ing unavailable in their home town. 


Accountant 


Through a Culbertson friend's contact 


with State Auditor Kay C 
.Johnson and 


drawing upon her years of office experi- 
ence with an oil company and management 
of the family farm and produce business. 
Mrs. Wood was gi\cn the job of accountant 
in 1957 for the new 1\-created Department 
of Motor Vehicles

In many hands when the 


ultimate outcome of a con 
tract is uncertain, declarer 
is faced with a situation 
where it is far more danger- 
ous for him to have one op- 
ponent on lead than the 
other. In such hands, if it is 
at all feasible, he must try 
to shape his play so as to 
prevent the dangerous op- 
ponent from coming into the 
lead. 


Here is a hand that illus- 


trates the principle. South is 
in three notrump and West 
leads a heart. Declarer wins 
the ten with the king and 
notes that he can hardly ex- 
pect to make the contract 
without making use of dum- 
my's long club suit. 
He realizes that the best 
way of playing the clubs EO 
as "to obtain the maximum 
number of tricks in the suit 
is to cash the king of clubs 
and then finesse the jack. 
That is what he would do if 
the circumstances required 
him to make all the club 
tricks possible. 


But he is not dealing in 


this case with such a prop- 
osition. His primary aim is 
to make the contract, and 
he is not particularly con- 
cerned with making all the 
club 
tricks 
possible. 
He 


knows that if he follows the 
standard procedure and fi- 
nesses the jack, there is a 
decided chance that the fi- 
nesse might lose to East— 
the dangerous opponent— and 
that a heart -would then be 
played through his Q-7 with 
deadly effect. 


To avoid this possibility 


South attacks the play dif- 
ferently. He enters dummy 
with a spade at trick two 
and leads a low club from 
dummy. When East follows 


low, South plays the nine, 
being willing to lose the 
trick to West—the non-dang- 
erous opponent. 


As the cards lie, this 


method of play Is successful. 
West wins the nine with the 
ten, but is then in no posi- 
tion to harm declarer. Re- 
gardless of what he returns, 
South is assured of ten 
tricks consisting 
of three 


spades, a heart, a diamond 
and five clubs. The evasive 
action chosen by South turns 
out to be the best means of 
attack.

Cool Maine Summers Popular With Senior

A blistering hot spell at 


home sent me packing for 
my first visit to th's east- 
ernmost state. And now 
that I've spent a weekend 
on her rock-ribbed shores 
it's clear why Maine rates 
high with connoisseurs of 
summer climate. 


There's no such thing 


here as a scorching mid- 
day sun, for daytime tem- 
peratures throughout the 
summer hover in the 70s 
and 80s. It hits 90 only 5 
or 6 days a year. Many 
nights it dips to the 60s. 
And the humidity is always 
low. 


A few generations 
ago 


this state attracted only the 
rich during the "season" in 
July and August. Resorts 
such as Bar Harbor and 
Kennebunkpprt became fa- 
mous in society annals, and 
the sweltering hoi-polloi in 
less favored areas had to 
be content reading about 


captains of Industry golfing 
in white flnnnclcd elegance 
in the crisp, cool air of the 
Pine Tree state. 


But thanks to rising pros- 


perity and improved trans- 
portation, this state is now 
the summer retreat'of beat- 
thc-heat seekers in every 
income bracket. 


The woods hi Maine are 


supposed to be f u l l of 
Moose. Maybe so, but 
they're also full of retired 
folk who spend their sum- 
mers here and their win- 
ters in Florida, Arizona, or 
California. And if you think 
you'ye^got to be well-heeled 
to divide your time thus it 
may be reassuring to know 
that quite a few in this 
category arc largely de- 
pendent on social security. 


Many have small house 


trailers in tow and arc 
happily ensconced at scenic 
trailer parks along the sea 
paying two dollars a day 
rent for space, water, and 
electricity. 


Court Is Asked To Rehear 
Second Time Sales Case 


The Nebraska S u p r e m e 


Court was asked Monday to 
rehear a second case involv- 
ing a purchase made under 
the 
unconstitutional Install- 


ment Sales Act of 1959. 


The General Motors Accep- 


tance Corporation filed t h e 
request. 


Three weeks ago the court 


ruled invalid a time sales 
contract between the corpora- 
tion and Donald E. Mackrill 
of Scottsbluff. In so doing, the 
court reversed a decision of 
the Scotts Bluff County D i s- 
trict Court. 


In an earlier ruling t h e 


court held the 1950 Installment 
Sales Act unconstitutional in a 
case invohing the purchase of 
an automobile in D o u g l a s 
County. A request for a re- 
hearing of that case has also 
been filed. 


General M o t o r s Accep- 


tance Corporation, in an ac- 
:ompanying brief in support 
jf its motion for rehearing, 
said the court has placed un-

told millions of dollars d u e 
under contract prepared un- 
der terms of the void act in 
danger of being wiped off the 
books. 


"The decision of the court 


applies to countless transac- 
tions undertaken in good faith 
since the enactment of t h e 
Nebraska Installment S a l e s 
Act." the brief said. "No one 
in Nebraska could have fore- 
told the act was uncons'ilu- 
tional." 


I 
In the Scotts Bluff case, 


the high court specifically 
held the difference between 
the cash price and the time 
price was interest and n o t 
time price differential. It fur- 
ther ruled the interest charged 


i Mackrill was in excess of the 
allowable D^r under the Ne- 
braska Installment Loan Act 
and therefore usurious. 


In its brief, the corporation 


noted Mackrill was a licensed 
car dealer at one time and 
that the court did not specifi- 
cally say it was overruling the 
long established principle of 
time sales — when the buyer 
is quoted a cash and a time 
price and choses freely be- 
tween them. 


"There could be no clearer 


case wherein a bu\er clearly 
understood the transaction," 
the brief said. 


The brief said the c o u r t 


made the mistake of assum- 
ing that time price differen- 
tial is an interest charge on 
the basic time price. 


"How can the term 'time 


price differential' 
rationally 


be held to constitute interest, 
merely because the printed 
contract contained this term 
as directed by the Legisla- 
ture?" the brief asks. 


The Nebraska Legislature 


passed a replacement for the 
l!15a act before adjourning. 
The new law re-enacts t h e 
old law except that a rate 
section to which the Supreme 
Court objected is replaced 
and a special license is re- 
quired of c\ery business util- 
izing the act." 


A special legislative study 


committee has been assigned 
to probe all Nebraska's fi- 
nance laws and determine if 
the new law is sound or a spe- 
cial session of the Legislature 
necessary to correct the 1959 
act.

operatives said that the sec- 
retary of a g r i c u l t u r e and 
President Kennedy have rec- 
ognized the unique merits of 
cooperatives as being essen- 
tial to rural and 
national 


prosperity. 


"Cooperatives can create 


the explosive burst of energy 
and economic growth that 
will build u prosperous rural 
America. 


"The forces of change in 


rural America can be turned 
to the benefit rather than the 
detriment of rural America," 
said Baker. 


Strong Drive 


In spelling out the strong 


new drive for a close work- 
ing relationship between the 


USDA and the cooperatives, 
Baker said: 


"The USDA will accept ful- 


ly its resjxMisibility to encour- 
age the growth of coopera- 
tives and through its various 
agencies 
provide research, 


educational a n d 
advisory 


services that will help to 
strengthen cooperatives in all 
appropriate activities in the 
interest of their members 
and general welfare." 


Baker spoke of expected 


relief from interpretation of 
antitrust laws as they affect 
agricultural cooperatives. 


Asked in an interview what 


he based 
his hope—on re- 


garding an atmosphere fa- 
vorable to cooperatives. Bak- 
er said, "The President him- 
self has taken the leadership 
in recognizing the work of 
cooperatives."

cord with the concepts and 
responsibilities. 


He announced that the as-

mittee.

Burnett, 41-year-old Atlanta insurance salesman, took 


the stand on the opening day of the trial of Butts' $10 million 
libel suit against the Curtis Publishing Co. 


The firm publishes the Sat- 


urday Evening Post w li i c h 
charged in its March 23 issue 
that Butts and Bryant rigged 
the 
1962 Georgia-Alabama 


game. Both denied the charge 
and filed separate suits. 


\o Rules 


Burnett, who said he was 


cut into the Butts-Bryant call 
accidentally, testified t h a t 
neither Butts nor Bryant said 
anything about football rules. 
Neither did they m e n t i o n 
points, betting or gambling, 
he said. 


"Several times coach Bry- 


ant would ask questions and 
coach Butts would say, 'I 
don't know," Burnett lest'iflcd. 


Burnett denied a statement 


attributed to him in the ar- 
ticle, written by free l a n c e 
writer Frank Graham Jr. of 
New York. 


U n d e r cross-examination, 


the witness said he never told 
Graham that Butts said Geor- 
gia quarterback Larry Rake- 
straw tipped off what he was 
going to do by his stance on 
the playing field. 


"I didn't say anything to 


Mr. Graham about R a k e- 
straw's feet," Burnett said. 


Inaccurate 


Attorney William H. Schrod- 


er Jr. 
representing Butts, 


said he would prove that the 
whole article was "replete 
with inaccuracies." 


Burnett said the article was 


inaccurate in saying that lie 
overheard the telephone call 
on Sept. 14. He said it was 
Sept. 13 and 10 days prior to 
the football game. 


Seeking to bolster his con- 


tention that the Post was neg- 
ligent, Schroder hammered at 
Burnett about Graham's ac- 
tivities. 


Burnett said Graham d i d 


not look at notes which Bur- 
nett said he took down while 
listening to the conversation 
between Butts and Bryant. 
Neither did he review the ar- 
ticle before publication, lie 
said. 


Would Resign 


The insurance salesman tes- 


tified that Georgia C o a c h 
Johnny Griffith, who succeed- 
ed Butts in 1961, said after 
hearing Burnett's story, that, 
"If something like this is al- 
lowed to happen in football, 
he would resign." 


Burnett said he denied hav- 


ing a criminal record w h e n 
asked by University of Geor- 
gia officials because, "I didn't 
want to get involved — and 
I wasn't under oath at t h e 
time." In the Post article, lie 
is quoted as saying lie had 
been arrested on a bad check 
charge, fined $100 and put on 
probation for a year. 
lie said he received $5,000 


for his story but denied there 
was any agreement before- 
hand. 


The heavy-set Burnett, his 


hands clasped in front of him, 
said he was trying to dial a 
business associate in Atlanta 
when he heard "some funny 
noises, electronic sounds." 


He said the operator told 


Butts that Bryant was out on 
the field and Butts said he 
would hold.
